A certain French Quack, under the pro- 
found Appellation of P+%or, being fettled 
at Daztzic, was cailed to the Captain of a 
Datch Merchantman, who was in a raging 
Fever; the Doctor, after the moft fignifi- 
cant Shrugs, pronounced the poor Captzin’s 
Cafe to be defperate; but perceiving that 
the Patient was inceflantly raving for a Red 

' Herring, he prefcribed him one, which 
gratifying the poor Man’s earneft Longing, 
had the furoriling Effect of recovering him 
in a very few Days; at leaft, he recovered 
after eating the Herring. In a Week or 
two after, an Exglife Captain arrived at 
Dantzic fick of aFever, with all the Symp- 

,toms the Dutchman had laboured under. 
The fame Door was called, and without 
the leaft Hefitation he prefcribed to the Exg- 
lifoman a*Red Herring, which, in a very 
few Hours, finifhed the Courfe of his Life. 

’ Upon this melancholy Event, the Door 
fagacioufly remarked, that a Red Herring 
cured a Dutchman, but killed an Exglifoman. 

The infinite Regard I have for our north- 
ern Fellow-Subjects, does not fuffer me to 
be jocular upon their Application for a na- 
tional Militia; but I realiy think that our 
State Phyficians, before they make out the 
Prefcription, ought to be extremely cau- 
tious in obferving the Habits of that Na- 
tion’s Body-politic, and in confidering, whe- 
ther in point of Principle and Prepoffeffion, 
it is as free from all Dregs of national Dif- 
tempers as that of England is; or, to ufe 
the Dutch Do€tor’s Obfervation, whether 
the Prefcription that javes the one Nation, 
nay not be Death to the other. 

Let it not be imagined, from what I have 
thrown out, that I intend the leaf Refiec- 
tion upon thofe Patriots who are folliciting 
this Meafure. I only {peak problematically, 
and I fubmit what I jay to thofe whom it 
may concern. 

Upwards of 130 Years are now elapfed 
fince England has feen isch a thing as a 
Rebellion. The few bigots and Defpera- 
does who appeared for the Preteader in the 
North of Exglaud, in the Year 1715, ca°- 
not be faid to have raifed a Rebellion, but 


an Infurre¢tion ; nor could they have made 
the fmallet Appearance in the Ficl1, had 
they not been joined by their Scotch Friends. 
In the Years 1745 and 46, tho’ the Scotch 
Rebels penctrated to the very Heart of Exg-

A Nation fo found at the Heart as this 
Behaviour proved the Engli/h to be, may 
well be trufted with the Defence of their 
A national Militia, there- 


the Value of Freedom, and they will fight 
for it. I believe that fuch Scors as are fol- 
liciting the fame Meafure now, are equally 
well intentioned, ‘and would appear with e- 
qual Intrepidity in Defence of their Coun- 
try as the Engii/b, in Cafe of Danger. But 
can they anfwer for their Countrymen ? No, 
I think, if we judge by the Rules of com- 
mon Senfe and Experience, they cannot. 

Colonel Hooke’s Negotiations, which have 
been lately publifhed, plainly prove, that, 
fo late as the Year 1708, ‘Facobiti/m had in- 
fected the People of that Country from the 
Higheft to the Meaneft, even to a Mortifi- 
cation. Some found Stamina were found 
amongft them, which, with the Help of 
Englifa Gold, retarded the Difeafe, till the 
Year 1715, when it broke out with the mott 
mortal Symptoms. It was, however, fub- 
dued, and, to all Appearance, fo e#e€ual- 
ly, that, during the long Adminiftration of 
Sir Robert Walpole, nothing was fo ready to 
create a Horfe-laugh, in a certain Chapel, 
as the leaft Infinuation, that Facobiti/m had 
any Exiftence in any Part of the united 
Kingdoms. The Rebellion, in the Year 
1745, foon gave the Lye to thofe pretended 
Patriots. We fhall not recapitulate what 
pafied then, but only fubmit to our Readers 
the fingle Confideration of what the Confe- 
quence mutt have been, had the Inhabitants 
of thofe Counties benorth the Forts, being 
then incorporated into a national Militia, 
difciplined and furnithed with Arms. Is it 
not notorious, that, after the Battle of Pre/- 
ten Paus, the Want of Arms for the com- 
mon Men was the Reafon, and the only 
Reafon, why the Rebels did not avail them- 
felves of the Panic with which the Public 
was itruck by that unfortunate, and unac- 
countable, event, to march into England? 
Is it not well known, that the fame Want 
hindered thoufands from joining tkem at 
that Time? and that, excepting it was from 
fome of the weitern Parts of the Kingdom, 
the People of the Country, efpecially in the 
northern Counties, made very few Efforts 
againft the Rebels? Neither, it may be faid, 
did the common People of England. But 
that is no Argument, either againit an Exg- 
life Militia, or for a Scotch one. It was plain 
the common Exglifb were not inaétive thro’ 
DifaffeGion; but the northern Scots, who 
inhabit the moft populous Parts of that 
Couatry, certainly were ; and there are too 
many living Inftances of the Truth of this 
tor any one to doubt it. 

But how itood the Cafe even in the fouth-

Are we fure that the Body of the Peo- 
ple in the northern Counties are fufticiently 
purged from the Dregs of that Malignity, 
fo as to render it fafe to truft them with Arms 
and Difcipline? I fay, as yet; for I make 
not the fmalleit Doubt that, in a very few 
Years, their Prepoffeftions will wear off, and 
that the Love of Liberty will become as 
{trong in the northern as it is in the fouth- 
ern Parts of this Ifland.

which obligcd us to cut ours and follow her, 
In 10 davs we arrived at Gottenburg, ftaid 
there +5 ays, fet fail and arrived at Bergen in 
Norway, during which paflage we lott company 
of the Begen in aviolent ftorm, After ftaying 
there 19 days, we were obliged to fet fail again, 
provifions growing fhort. We foon arrived off 
the Iflands on the north of Scotland, where we 
beat about, collecting trom thé iflands what we 
pofiibly could. At length, the wind fpringing 
up from the North, we made fail for Irelan, 
which was Jan. 24, 1760; in a few days we dif- 
covered the land, and all preparations were 
made for landing the next day. In the night a 
moft violent {torm arofe, which prevented our 
landing, and we made fail then for Derry, which 
we fhould have reached that day, but M. Tha- 
rot, not being willing to land the troops in the 
evening, ordered us to be ready to landthe next 
morning ; but as we were doubling the point ot 
the harbour of Derry, the wind changed, and 
we were blown to fea. Such a ftorm arofe that 
we were all like to be loft. The Le Blond was ob- 
liged to throw 4 guns overboard, to {fave herfelr, 
We loit fight of the Marante this night for 
good, and as we had heen beating about for (o 
long a time at fhort allowance, the next day 
each fhip made towards M. Thurot, and the 
Commanders defired him to return to France, 
left they fhould perifh with famine. Thurot 
pofitively anfwered, that he would not return 
to France without‘doing fomething, and to re- 
frefh us would*put us on fhore on the ifland of 
Ila. We arrited there the fame day, and all 
the troops landed. We found there fome few 
cattle, and a brig laden with oatmeal, fulficient 
to fubfift us twelve days, at fix ounces per day 
each man. After three days ftay on that ifland 
we failed for Carrickfergus, and the next day 
we arrived in the bay. All the wine on board 
the fhips was given to the men to animate their 
courage that day. The arft of February we 
came to an anchor at 12 o'clock, and landed 
at three in the afternoon, amounting in all, by

Extraéi of a letter from Douglas, Mleman, dated 
March 4, 1760. 

“On receipt of the news of Thurot being 
brought into Ramfay Bay en Thurfday night 
laft, I went there to fee the thips, &c. At day- 
light I got on board the Belleifle, and was ttruck 
with aitonifhment; turn which way I would, 
nothing but fcattered limbs of dead and dying 
men prefented themfelves to my view ; the decks 
and fhip’s fides could be compared only to a 
flaughter-houfe, the Englith not having time to 
clear the veflel the night before, near 200 men 
being killed on board her, befides what the 
other two French thips loft.—And, to the ho- 
nour of the Britith Seamen, this great French 
Commander, with a veffel of 44 guns, and ¢¢5 
men, was taken by the /Zolus of 32 guns and 
210 men, a veficl 27 feet fhorter than the Belle- 
ile. The French muft have plundered all be- 
tore them at Carrickfergus; for I faw one of 
them ftript, who had eight women’s fhifts on 
him ; they had plenty of women and childrens 
thirts, caps, ruffles, thoes, ftays, petticoats, 
bed-curtains, fheets, buttons, thimbles, pins, 
bleached and grey yarn. ‘Thurot had given 
orders to ftrike their colours before he was 
killed.” 

A Gentleman who was at Gottenburgh, at 
the time Thurot was there, in November laft, 
{aw and fpoke to William Kelly, feamen, born 
in the Ifle of Man, who ferved his apprentice- 
fhip in the Virginia trade, and was afterwards 
Boatfwain of a Guiney-man from Liverpool, 
then Cockfwain of Thurot’s barge. There were 
feveral other Scotch and Iriih seamen entered 
on board his frigates.

The Republick of Genoa have given orders 
to augment their land forces, and equip their 
fhips of war, with the greateft expedition ; but 
the reafon of the armament is not known. 

The Genoefe having forbid any Corfican, of 
what rank foever, the wearing of a fword in 
their dominions on the Continent ; the famous 
malecontent Paoli in Corfica has, by way of re- 
prifal and farcafin on the order, iffued by the 
Genoefe, ordered all the Genoefe fubjects in 
the iflands of Corfica under his jurifdiction to 
wear two fwords, one on each fide; but this 
being remonitrated againft by fome of the 
principal perfons, who begged, if they mutt 
comply with fo extraordinary an order, that 
they might have the liberty of wearing them 
both on one fide, he confented to it, on 
condition they wore them both on the contrary 
{ide ufed by every body elfe. : 

On Friday night Seignior Ageno arrived in 
town from Genoa, being appointed Ambaifa- 
dor from the Republic of Genoa to this Court. 

An additional augmentation of fix men will 
be fhortly added to every company of the three 
regiments of foot guards. 

We are informed that a company of Miners 
from Woolwich, with proper Officers, have, on 
a tew hours notice, embarked on board the 
Vanguard, Capt. Swanfton, tor Louisburg, to 
deftroy the fortifications, and render that har- 
bour defencelefs. 

The account given in a former paper, taken 
from one of the morning ones, of the behaviour 
of the Governor of Martinico to an Englith 
Officer that went thither with a flag of truce 
from Guadaloupe, is now contradicted, and 
faid to be as follows: The faid Officer was fent 
to Martinico at his own requeft, but intended 
to do fomething more than treat about ex- 
change of prifoners, and was indeed well qua- 
lified to act the part of a fpy, as he was 
matter of the French and Spanith tongues. 
Upon fome fufpicion the French Governor or- 
dered him to be fearched, and in his pockets 
they found the draughts and foundings of the 
different harbours of Martinico. As for the 
executions at Guadaloupe, which were faid to 
have been by made way of reprifals, we do not 
find that they were appofite to the cafe: They 
were two perfons, who had been tried and con- 
demned as Smugglers, for carrying on an illicit 
trade with Martinico ; and feveral others were 
then in prifon, and are to take their trials for 
the fame offence. 

It being thought by many, that the late earth- 
quakes were at Tripoly in Barbary, we think 
proper to acquaint the public, That this dread- 
ful calamity happened at Tripoly in Syria, in 
the Levant, fubjeét to the Turk, and that it 
was felt all over Paleftine or the Holy Land.— 
Tripoly, in the earlieft ages, was called Phoeni- 
cia, and was the greateit Maritime Port in the 
World, and the people of that country the 
mo famous for arts and manufaétures, trading 
to all places with their fhipping, and fettling Co- 
lonies in feveral diftant parts of the Eatt and 
Welt. — Among the many cities, towns, &c. 
that were reduced to a heap of rubbith on this 
unhappy occafion, was the antient city of Bethu- 
lia, fo famous in hiftory for the fiege thereot in 
the time of Judith and Holofernes, which it is 
faid was upon a very hilly fituation.

A Petition of the Corporation of Brewers and 
Maltfters, Dublin, was prefented to the Houle 
and read: fetting forth, that during the time 
the Aé& of Parliament was in force which pafled 
laft Seffion, to prevent the dittilling of {pirits 
from malt or grain, large quantities were di- 
ftilled clandeftinely in violation of the faid act, 
and fent to this city. That fince the expira-

tion of the faid Act, great quantities of fpirits 
diftilled from malt and grain, are continued 
to be brought here trom different parts of the 
kingdom, and from the prices they are fold 
at, demonttrate that his Majefty’s duties are 
not paid for the fame: That the fpirits fo 
brought to this city are retailed at fuch low 
prices, that the lower clafs of our manufac- 

turers are frequently intoxicated therewith, 
and are rendered diffolute and idle, and the 
brewing trade is greatly injured thereby. That 
the Brewers of this city pay a very confidera- 
ble revenue to the Crown, and from the nature 
of their manufacturing their drink (which re- 

quires much time) it would be extremely diffi- 
cult to defraud his Maietty of any part there- 
of; whereas the dittilling butinefs may be car- 
ried on in fo private a manner, and the fpirits 
wrought u,in fo hort a time, as to elude the 
vigilance of the revenue officers; and the du- 
ties arifing from fpirits are therefore rendered 
precarious and uncertain, That the petitioners 
apprehend, if a ftop was put to the great con- 
fumption of {pirits, either by a total prohibi- 
tion, of a limitation of the number of dram 
fhops, which are greatly encreafed in this city, 
as much corn would be ufed in the Brewery as 
in both articles at prefent, and confequently a 
greater revenue to his Majefty : and praying the 
Houfe to take the premifes into confideration. 

Ordered, That the faid petition be referred 
to the cenfideration of the Committee of the 
whole Houfe appointed to take into confidera- 
tion the fubjeét of diftilling {pirits from corn 
and grain. 

And then the Houfe (according to order) re- 
folved itfelf into the faid Committee ; and after 
tome time {pent therein, Mr. Speaker refumed 
the chair; and Mr. Le Wunte reported, That 
the Committee had come to a refolution in the 
matter to them referred, which he was diref&ted 
to report, when the Houle will pleafe to reveive 
the fame. 

Ordered, That the report be now received. 

Then Mr. Le Hunte reported the refolution, 
which he read in his place, and afterwards de- 
livered it in at the table, where the fame was 
read, and agreed to by the Houfe ; and is as 
follows : 

Refolved, That it is the opinion of this Com- 
mittee, that the keeping up (piritwous liquo%s 
at a high price, would greatly contribute to the 
health, fobriety, and induftry of the common 
people.

‘They write from Stockholm, th. the Senate 
have lately received a kind of remonitrance 
troin the army in Pomerania, reprefenting, that 
though they have always done their duty, and 
ave ttill ready to do all that can be reafonably 
expected from them, yet without large remit- 
tances, and contiderable reinforcements, it is 
very apparent, that inftead of making conquetts, 
they ave in imminent danger ot lofing all that is 
lett of Pomerania, as it is evident that the Pruf- 
fiaus are meditating a {peedy attack with fupe- 
rior forces, and a great train of artillery, in or- 
der to put an endto the war at once on this fide, 
asameaiure abiolutely neceflary to their de- 

ending themfelves effeCtually againft the Ruf- 
fians. 

They alfo write from thence, that the Count 
de Hellenttein, one of the natural fons of the 
late King of Sweden, was ‘et out for Vienna, 
purpofing to make the next campaign in the 
Auttrian army. 

The Lieutenant-General, bis elder brother, 
the fame letters fay, was waiting at Hamburgh 
for a pafiport from the Landgrave of Hefle, to 
make a tour to Paris. 

The Kiag of Denmark (fay the letters from 
Copenhagen) having lately ordered the Heredi- 
tary Prince to be examined upon the tunda-

“s yo muft confider the fhooting my Lord 
Onflow, which is the fa&t for which the 
pritoner is indidted, is proved beyond all man- 
ner of contradistion ; but whether this thoot- 
ing was malicious, that depends upon the fani- 
ty ofthe man. That he thot, and tuat wilfully, 
but whether malicioufly, that is the thing: 
The queition is, Whether this man hath the 
ufe of his reafon and fenic? If he was under 
the vifitation of God, and cou'd not diftinguith 
between good and evil, and did not know 
what he did, though he committed the greateit 
Oifence, yet he could not be guilty of any of- 
fence againit any law whatioever ; for Guilt a- 
rifes from the mind, and the wicked will and 
intention of the man. If a man be deprived 
of his reafon, and confequently of his intent- 
on, he cannot be guilty ; and if that bethecafe, 
though he had aétually kilied my Lord Onilow, 
he is exempted from punithmenat: Punithment 
is intended for example, and to deter other 
perfons from wicked defigns ; but the punith- 
ment of a madman, a perion who hath no de- 
fign, can have no examnple.—This is one fide. 
—On the other fide,—We mu be very cauti- 
ous ; it is not every frantic and idle humour of 
aman, that will exempt him from juftice and 
the punifhment of the law. When a man is 
guilty of a great offence, it muft be very plain 
and clear, before a man is allowed fuch au ex- 
emption. Therefore it is not every kind of 
frantic humour, or fomething unaccountable 
in a man’s aétions, that points him out to be 
fuch a madman, as is to be exempted from pu- 
nifhment. It mutt be a man that is totally de- 
prived of his underitanding and memory, and 
doth not know what he is doing, no more than 
an infant, a brute, or wild beatt; fuch a one 
is never the objeét of punithment : Therefore 
I mutt leave it to your confideration, wheter 
the condition this man was in, as it is repre- 
fented to you on one fide or the other, doth 
»fhew a man, who knew what he was doing, and 
as able to diftinguifh whether he was doing 
or evil, and underftood what he did: 
And it is to be obferved, they admit he was a 
junatick, and not an idiot. A man that is an 
idiot, that is born fo, never recovers, but a lu- 
natick may, and hath his intervals; and they 
admit he was a lunatick. You are to confider 
what he was at this day when he committed 
this fact: You have a great many circumitan- 
ces about the buying the powder and tie thor ; 
his going backward and forward ; and if you 
believe he was fenfible, and had the ufe of his 
reafon, and underftood what he did, then he is 
not within the exemptions of the law, but is as 
fubje& -to- punifhment as any- other perfon. 
Gentlemen, I mutt leave it to you.” 
The Jury withdrew for a fhort time, and 
then brought him in Guilty.---Death.

you will not be furprized, I hope, that the 

good found of the word Militia, has not 
fafcinated me as it has done the multitude; 
though a great deal of pains have been taken to 
found it very high, by thofe who go under the 
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name ec Patriots, and to have it echoed back 
by the vulgar. Becaule, before I give up my 
underitanding to this word, according to the 
idea which we have now affixed to it, [ mutt 
be better convinced than I am yet, of the uti- 
lity of a Militia to this country. I muft firtt 
fee that we neither have, nor can have a fuffi- 
cient naval armament to defend us againit in- 
vations from the French ; which is the only cafe 
in waica a Militia can be of any ufe: and in 
the next place I mutt fee, that it is fate, more 
expeditioug @na lefs expentive to the nation, 
to be guardéd by a Militia than by regular 
Troops. But, -Sir, if ever we let go the natural 
lirength of this ifland, which is our Fleet, to 
truit to tue prowels of a Militia, We thall catch 
at a thadow and lofe the fubitance. The arti- 
cles of fatety and expedition fhall be left, if you 
pieafe, as problematical, to be decided by ex- 
perience. out experience has already decided, 
taat in che article of expence, a Militia is a 
much greater burden to this nation than a fuf- 
ficient itanding force. 

As Iam not to be enchanted by the found of 
the word Militia, fo you muft know, that [am 
not to be frightened out of my wits by that of 
the word Standing Army. Time makes a great 
alteration in the affairs of nations as well as of 
men ; and it is the part of wifdom in both to 
regulate theinfelves, not by invariable and eita- 
blithed maxims, but according to prefent exi- 
gencies. But it does not feem to be madea 
quettion at this day, which of thefe two forces 
is mot eligible ; becaule, notwithftanding the 
Miiitia has been arrayed, and incorporated at 
an immeaie expenfe in mit counties, yet the 
regular troops at this time—greater infinitely 
than were ever known fince this country had 
an exijtence—are ftillencreafing. We hear of 
nothing but new-railed regiments, additional 
battalions, and independent companies: And 
for what ?—Neither thefe, nor the Militia, are 
to go out of the kingdom: The enemy have 
no tleet by which they can poffibly give us any 


dilturbance ; and we know, that none they can 


have. Why then are the Militia kept in actual 
fervice to the intolerable burden of their feve- 
ral counties ? 

In a {mall parith in a neighbouring county, 
where I {pent a few days very lately, {0 fmall 
that there are but about feventy houies, befides 
cottages, and from which only two men are fent, 
they pay, I was told, on account of this fo much 
boatted Militia—befides their fhare of the na- 
tional charge—no lefs than between fifty and 
fixty pounds a year. In other counties which 
Lcould name, the burden of it is equal toa 
thiiling in the pound land-tax: and if common 
fame is to be credited, we are to have two Mi- 
litia camps this fummer, the expence of which 
to the nation—without a fingle thilling utility 
—will not be much lefs than a hundred thou- 
faud pounds. 
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Direétions for making Ratsin-Wine, 


THE ways of making this liquor in private 

_ tamiliesare more prepofterousthan can weti 
be imagined ; for the general notion being, that 
it has not body enough to fubfitt itfelf, every one 
puts fome heterogeneous (ubftance into the cask 
with it, for it to feed upon, as the phrafe is ; 
fuch as wheat, ginger-bread, raw meat, railins, 
brandy, &c. 


The method I practife is as follows. 

I take two frails, or a hundred weight of new 
Malaga raifins, and pick them from the ftalks ; 
which are to be faved. [then chop them witha 
chopping-knife, until I imagine each raifin to 
have had the chance of being once cut. They 
are thea to be put intoaclean tub, with twenty. 
two or twenty-three gallons of water, and 
thus to ftand for twelve days, ttirring them 
once every day, 

Ithen firtt itrain the liquor from the raifins, 
through a large fieve ; and atterwards préi3 the 
raifins gently in hair-bags; and put a quarter 
ot a hundred weight of brown {ugar into the 
liquor ; which is to be itirred well about, from 
time to time, it being neceflary not to put it in- 
to the cafk, till the day after, that the (ugar 
may be difiolved. 

You wili now have better thantwenty gallons 
of wine; which mutt be put into a thoroughly 
cleaned caik, free from all taint whatever; when 
there is nothing remaining to be done, but to 


put a piece of tile over the bung-hole, to remain | 


til the fermentation ceales; which wili commence 
in two or three days, and will lait two or three 
months. When all mgtion is totally ceafed, of 
which your ear will inform you, the cask (hould 
be bunged up tight; and in about four montiis 
trom this, you may bottle it off from the lees. 
This wine thould at leait be twelve months old 
before it is drank. 

We now return to the raifins. When they 
have been preffed as aforefaid, put about hait 
the former quantity of water to them, with the 
{talks, which are referved for this purpofe ; there 
being a good quantity of candied fugar of the 
raifins adhering to them, which wili much be- 
nefit this fecond draught of {mall wine. 

When this meth has itood fevea or eight days 
at plealure, ftirring it as before, every day, the 
raifins are then to be well preffed, being now 
done with ; and a dezen pounds of brown fugar 
to be put to the liquor, which is now to be 
treated in all refpects like the former, except- 
ing that it may be bottled, and drank fomewhat 
fooner. 

This finall wine is very brifk pretty drinking 
in hot weather ; but it being quicker, or rather 
fharper-tafted than the other, the lovers of 
‘weet wincs will require a {mall lump of fugar in 
their glais, which is a very agreeable emenda- 
tion of it.
